THE ATTEMPT TO BLOCK 
PORT ARTHUR. 


Mr M, Noma, tho Japanese Consul, ‘has

Admiral ‘Logo reports that the second 
attempt to block tho entrance of Port 
Arthur was niade at 3,30 um, on the 
97th inst., whon four vessels, escorted, 
by o flotilla of torpedo destroyers and 
bouts, succeeded in approaching to with- 
in two milea of the entrance of the 
harbour before being discovered by the 
‘onemy. At the time search-lights were 
sweeping the water, and ag soon aa our 
prenence became known a heavy fire 


was directed upon us by the forts 
om both banks aod by the guard. 
ships. In spite of this, tho vessels 
succocded in getting into the innet 
roadatead, where the Chiyomart dropped 
anchor about half a cable's lencth from the 
boach on the west of Galden Hill, and was 
successfully sunk by her crow.
